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BALLINA MAN’S ACTION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
The non-jury case was heard in which 
William’ J. Nolan, of Ballina and Sligo, sued 
James E. Mitchell (trading as M. Gillespie 
and Co.), of Ballina, to recover £391 alleged 


to be due as money received by the defendant | 


for the use of the plaintiff, of which £276 was 
the price of three tons of sugar which the 
defendant alleged he purchased from Messrs. 
J. C. Frith and Co., of Chatham street, 
Dublin, in the years 1919 and 1920, the 
balance, £115, being. in respect of one ton of 
sugar which the defendant alleged he pur- 
chased subsequently from the same firm. 

The .plaintiff contended that he had no 
dealings with. Frith and Co., but that he dealt 
with the defendant as principal. The de- 
fendant’s case was that it was a joint trans- 
action between him and the plaintiff with 
Frith and Co., who, it was stated, absconded 
with £782, being the full amount paid them 
by both parties. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan disallowed the plain- 
tiff’s claim in respect of the £276 transaction, 
but held that. there was a sale of one ton of 
sugar at £115, and gave judgment for that 
amount, allowing the plaintiff half costs. His 
lordship commented on the conflict of evidence 
in the case,. stating that he accepted the 
evidence of the defendant as to what had 
occurred.

ROM earliest days, even before he knew 
what a theatre was, Leslie Henson's 
dramatic tendencies led him to turn the 
kitchen into a stage, with the family for an 
audience. Later, after giving solid business 
a ‘‘txry-out,’’ he got his chance, and was 
sent to a dancing and dramatic academy. 
Thenceforward his fight for fame was hard 
and the climb stiff. He tells us that the 
facing of an audience on a first night 
made him feel a shakiness and nervousness 
which he has never effectively conquered. 
With thankfulness he records the fact that 
during the eleven years from 1915 he has 
had only eleven first nights. This speaks 
for itself. 

The war came soon aftey his name had 
been firmly established as a coming 
‘* star.’’ In the winter of 1914 he went to 
America on tour in “ To-night’s the 
Night,” which had made a big hit in Lon- 
don. The author has many amusing stories 
to tell of his experiences there. “ We 
know,” he says, “that, hustle, bustle and 
brevity are the keynotes of American busi- 
ness and home life. Which is just why, 
over there, they call a lift an ‘elevator,’ a 
blouse a ‘ shirt-waist,’ a tube a ‘subway 
system,’ all for brevity, as you observe.

NEW “ABBEY” PLAYS.

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GRADING OF MILK 
ADVOCATED. 


SUGGESTED PENALTIES. 

At last Wednesday's meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Milk Supply, in the Government 
Buildings, Dublin, Professor J. W. Bigger, 
M.D., D.P.H., strongly urged the grading of 
milk. He suggested three grades in addition 
to pasteurised milk, the highest class being 
from tuberculin tested cows. There was at 
present no rucentive to the milk pas to 
supply pure milk, as the price chafúed was 
the same as that paid f6r impure milk. He 
estimated that five hundred deaths in 
the Free. State in the year 1924 
were due to contaminated milk. He

thought that penalties should be imposed on ' 


those milk producers who sold milk below a 
specified standard, and that, if the practice 
was persisted in, the penalty should be ex- 
clusion from the milk trade. 

_ MILK-BORNE TUBERCULOSIS. 

Dr. J. D. McCormack, Medical Inspector, 
Depsriment of Local Government and Public 
Health, stated that theré was not sufficient 
supervision over milk at the source, but that 
the apathy of local authorities in regard to 


the administration of the Dairies Order was | 


mainly due to want of knowledge. With the 
exception of two small outbreaks in an urban 
district, the area under his charge had been 
free from milk-borne epidemics during the 
past nine years. - He advocated the grading of 
milk according to its bacterial content and 
the fixing of a maximum price for milk ac- 
cording to grade. He favoured the distribu. 
tion of milk in bottle.

ARDILAUN LECTURES. 


WILLIAM OF ORANGE AND 
THE ASCENDANCY OF FRANCE. 


_ Principal Grant Robinson, who is deliver- 
ing a series of lectures on French history at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, spoke yesterday 
on the second half of the reign of Louis XIV., 
cas rincipally with the war of the 
Spanish Succession, 1702-1714. 

_ From 1681 Louis had to reckon with one 
implacable adversary: William, the Stadt- 
holder of the Netherlands, ‘William was not 
an attractive figure: cold, dry, brusque; not 
A great soldier; an upholder of Protestantism, 
to whom France was an enemy. He saw in 
the great spread of French power, talent and 
Te own to 1679 a coming domination 
of French power over’ Europe, which might 
prove to be even worse than the great domina- 
tion of Charles V., which led te the oppres- 
sion of the Netherlands. French policy he 
saw as not merely a great military domination, 
but it stood for a persecuting, intolerant 


Roman Catholicism, and he was a Calvinist’ 


and a lutheran. The power of Louis, 
politically hateful, became insupportable 
when united with a Roman Catheliciam As 
dominating as the political ambitions of the 
French king. 

This ascendency of France was as hateful 
to William as the gates of hell. When asked 
why he would not make terms with Louis, 
how he could resist the militarism ef France, 
he rephed that there was one thing they 
could do if necessary, they could die in the 
last ditch. 

William saw that the only way to compete 
with France was by coalition. From. 1672 
onwards te 1679 he was weaving plans, 
writing, arguing, bringing one power after 
another into alliance against France. In 
policy William had one real mark of the great 
statesman. He knew there must be limits; 
he had a t strategic sense; he saw with 
the eye of political ius that the key to 
the situation was in England, a country with 
which he had much sympathy. England 
must be on his side, must the heart and 
brain, and, above all, the paymaster of the 
coalition. 

In 1700 Charles died, and the cloud of 
Spanish Succession arose. Another succession, 
far more important in the immediate issue, 
was: who was to succeed the excellent Merry 
Monarch ? Dynastically this interested 
William enormously; he had married the 
daughter of the brother who was going to 
succeed. In 1685 James succeeded. At the 
same time came the revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes, which may have been intended to 
improve the strained relations between Ver- 
&ailies and the Vatican. One result was a 
great number of pamphlets. protesting in 
almost every European language. Englishmen 
were watching, and decided they would have 
no revocation in their country. 

After the verdict on the trial of the seven 
bishops in London word went immediately to 
William, who was looked to to save English 
F'rotestantism and the constitutional principles. 
The Intelligence Department at Versailles 
knew this. One adviser wanted Louis to 
get at the Dutch, and stop William; ss yct

COUNCIL'S SWEEPING -

PROPOSED BAN ON HEAVY 
MOTOR VEHICLES,

Mr, James Quigley, Chief Engineer 
(Roads Department), Local Government 
Department, held an inquiry—the first of 
the kind in the Free State—at Wexford 
last Wednesday into an application of the 
Wexford County Council for an order for 
the removal of certain vehicles off the 
roads and the regulation of speed limits. 

Mr. W. F. Barry, County Surveyor, 
said that the solution of the problem was 
either increased expenditure on the roads 
or the removal of the lorries. In his 
opinion, it would take £250,000 to make 
the roads of the county suitable for 
modern traffic. This view was supported 
by Colonel C. M. Gibbon, who considered 
the estimate a conservative one. 

Mr. Barry further stated that he sup- 
posed that County Wexford was badly 
served with railways, and that it would 
be a serious inconvenience if the motor 
traffic were removed. 

Colonel Gibbon said that the County 
Council did not want to place an embargo 
on lorries exceeding four tons, but when 
a road was out of ordér to close it to such 
traffic until it was.made to bear it. 

Mr. Thomas McCarthy, Chairman of the 
County Council, considered the applica- 
tion too sweeping, and expressed the 
opinion that it would react unfavourably 
upon trade. Any such order should be for 
the State as a whole. 


THE APPLICATION. 


SPEED OF HEAVY MOTOR 
VEHICLES. 

The application was for an order under 
Section 7 (4) of the Reads Act:— 

(1) To prohibit, subject to such éxcep- 
tions or conditions ag to occasional user 
or otherwise, as might be specified in the 
order, the driving of heavy motor cars, 
the registered axle weights of which ex- 
ceeded four tons, on all the roads in the 
county, excepting portion of the road ex- 
tending from the county boundary at 
Bennett's Bridge toits junction with the 
road leading from Gorey to Wexford, 
via Ballycanew and Castlebridge. 

i (2) An order under the same section 
and section 40 of the Local Government 
Act, 1925, prohibiting :— 

(a) The driving of we motor cars at 
a speed exceeding three miles per hour on 
New Ross Bridge; 

(b) Motor cars driving at a speed ex- 
ceeding ten miles per hour on Wexford 
Bridge; and 

_(e) Motor cars driving at a speed ex- 
ceeding fifteen miles per hour on the road 

__ from Gorey to Courtown Harbour. 

_Mr, Bradley, at the outset, raised a pre- 
liminary objection to the form of the adver- 
tisement for the inquiry. The application, he 
said, was an unusual one for any County 
Council to make, and it was the first of its 
kind made in the Free State, and his point 
was that the designation of the roads in 
respect of which the application was made 
did not meet the wording of the section. 
The Inspector noted Mr. Bradley's objec- 
tion. 
SURVEYOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. W. F. Barry, County Surveyor, 
examined by Mr. Eigee, stated that the roads 
in County Wexford were in a weak state 
when he took up duty in 1914. There was 
very little motor traffic then on the roads, 
and no heavy motor traffic; but as it in- 
creased he noticed the roads cutting up. 
The expenditure on the roads increased from 
£26,468 in 1913 to £79,000 in 1924. No work 


was done on the roads during 1921-1922-1923, | 


owing to the trouble in the country. All 
the money was provided from the rates, and 
was exclusive of Government grants. The 
total mileage of the roads in the county was 
1,966, of which 100 miles were classified as 
trunk roads, to which Government grants 
were specificially confined. ‘The Wexford- 
Enniscorthy road in the winter of 1924-25 
went to pieces in a few weeks’ time, owing to 
the heavy lorry treffic. Niné-tenths of the 
damage was y to lorries. In 1914 the 
expenditure on the road was between £1,300 
and £1,400 and in two recent yéars £15,225 
was expended on it. His estimate of 
£77,431 for the maintenance of the roads this 
rear had been reduced to £56,790 by the 
Couaty Council. He also gave evidence of 
damage on secondary roads by lorry traffic. 


THE SOLUTION. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, witness 
stated that the solution of the problem 
was either increased expenditure on the 
roads or the removal of the wlorires, 
If the order was made for the restriction of 
lorry traffic, it would be disadvantageous to 
the farming community in the removal of 
their agricultural produce. In witness s 
opinien, it would take a quarter of a million 
pounds to make the roads of the county 
suitable for modern motor traffic. 

Mr. Bradley~Is not the real answer that 
the County Council and the District Councils 
did their work so badly in the past that 
they now have to ask for a quarter of a 
million pounds to put the roads right ?—I 
do not think it is. e supposed that County 
Wexford was badly served with railways, and 
that it would be a serious inconvenience if 
the motor traffic were removed. 

To Mr. Browne—If a sufficient quantity of 
correct material had been put on the Wex- 
ford-Enniscorthy road in the last 10 or 15 
years, it would have stood heavy motor 


traffic. : 
SPEED OF CARS. 

Witness also gave evidence as to the neces- 
sity for the restriction of the speed of motor 
cars on New Ross and Wexford bridges. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon, Vice-Chairman of 
the County Council, stated that that body 
sought the order so as to be in a position 
to prevent heavy traffic on roads which they 
considered unfit to bear it. The Council did 
not want to place an embafgo on lorries -ex- 
ceeding four tons, but when a road was out 
of order, to close it to such traffic until it 
was made to bear it. There were lorries in 
the county which carried between twelve and 
fourteen tons each. | 

Mr. O'Connor—Do you agree with Mr. 
Barry that to put the 2,000 miles of roads in 
the county into order, you should expend a 
quarter of a million ?~Personally, I think it 
is a very conservative estimate. 

To Mr. Bradley~—It is not necessary 
actually to close the roads, but it is neces- 
sary for us to have the power, because in 
the case of damage occurring we cannot close 
them in time to save the ge.

CARGO-HANDLING 
COSTS. 


DUBLIN A DEAR PORT 
FOR SHIPS. 


The Dublin Port and Docks Board yester- 
day had before it the report of the London 
Mansion House Association on railway and 
canal traffic for the United Kingdom. 

This booklet dealt in detail with port costs, 
with special reference to the cost of ae 
and discharging. These costs were describe 
as excessive, and it was suggested that they 
should be reduced as soon as possible. Costs 
in Continental ports, the report showed, were 
much lower than in British ports. 

CONTINENTAL PORT COMPETITION. 

In the course of a discussion, Mr. Hewat, 
T.D., said that it was a very important 
matter as far as they were concerned. There 
had been a considerable demand for American 
coal recently, and this question of port costs 
came up against them over and over again. 
There was no justification for this, because 
boats coming from America to Dublin had got 
better despatch than at any other port 
around the British Isles. They ought to do 
everything they could to get rid of that state 
of affairs as soon as possible. The matter was 
not in the hands of the Board, but it placed 
the port in a rather serious position. 

Mr. David Barry said that the report, 
which took two years to compile, would prove 
to anyone that Dublin could not compete 
under present conditions in the despatch and 
loading of ships with Continental ports. Com- 
pared with the despatch and loading of 
steamers in British ports as against Con- 
tinental the work in British ports took three 
times as long. They should look to their 
laurels if they wanted to encourage shipping 
to the port. 

The Chairman said that as regards the 
port of Dublin it was no exception to learn 
that ships got a better discharge here than 
in other ports. . 

Mr. Byrne said that Dublin was not the 
dearest port, and for that reason, as he had 
often advocated, it should be advertised. That 
would have been a very useful thing to do. 

THE DISCHARGE AT DUBLIN. 

Mr. Barry said that he did not specifically 
refer to Dublin, but to the British ports. 
Dublin was as bad in every respect as re- 
garded the costs of discharge, delay and 
labour as other ports—it was no better in 
some cases and much worse in others. 

Dublin was a dear port for ships to come 
to, very dear in labour and very dear ‘on 
dues, e did not want to blacken Dublin, 
for it had made vast progress during the last 
twenty years; but it was not up-to-date and 
did not give that despatch to ships which 
would compare favourably with other ports. 

vy would have still further to improve the 
facilities in their port. 

Mr. Field, while agreeing as to the im- 
provements, suggested that a special Com- 
mittee should be appointed to go into this 
very important matter.

Kilty and 
Doherty said nothing. 3 

The accused men were remanded to the 
next Midleton Court on the 18th inst., in 
bails of £100 and two £50 sureties each, 
which was forthcoming. 

A motor car which is said to have heen 
used by the accused men is being detained 
by the Guards nending inquiries. 

It is alleged that when Guards Mason and 
Donoghue, on duty just outside the town, 
called on the driver of the motor car to s*cp, 
he refused to do so, and the car went on to- 
wards the railway station. Before it reached 
the level crossing, however; the 7.30 p.m. 
train to Cork approached, and the car was 
compelled to return towards the town. Guard 
Donoghue jumped’ on the footboard, and 
when the car stopped the®four men were 
taken into custody, 

Later, at the termination of a concert in 
the local cinema, the hall was surrounded, 
and some thirty men were brought to the 
barracks, but afterwards released.

SENATORS’ VIEWS ON 
PILLION RIDING. 


DANGER FROM “ DAZZLE” 
LIGHTS. 


In the Northern Ireland Senate yester- 
day, when Viscount Charlemont moved the 
second reading of the Motor Vehicles Bill

The absence 
from the bill of any provision which would 
lessen the danger from ‘‘ dazzle ’’ lights 
was also alluded to, Senator Cunningham 
remarking that he was convinced that a 
great many accidents were due to this 


cause. 
A YEAR'S ACCIDENTS. 

Viscount Charlemont said that the object of 
the bill was to improve the traffic conditions 
in Northern Ireland, and to reduce the 
number of accidents due to motor vehicles. 
He pointed out that the matter had remained 
unchanged since 1903, although, in the mean- 
time, there had been a great increase in the 
number of motor vehicles licensed. In 1921 
there were 15,350 licensed motor vehicles in 
Northern Ireand. Now there were approxi- 
mately thirty thousand. 

It had been ascertained that there were 
1,300 accidents in Northern Ireland due, 
directly or indirectly, to motor vehicles 
during the twelve months ending June 30th 
last. ese involved the death of 59 persous 
and the serious injury of 759 others. 


MIMIMUM FINES. 

Senator Long said that it had been stated 
that the bill was promoted at the instigation 
of the railway companies, but that was not 
correct. The Road Advisory Committee, of 
which he was a member, had been engaged 
during the last winter on the details and 
principles of the bill. The railways were not 
represented. With regard to the imposition 
of minimum fines, he pointed out that durin 
the year ending July last there were 57 
convictions for exceeding the speed limit in 
Northern Ireland. In 25 of these casos 
the Petty Sessions Court inflicted fines of 
ls. In 160 cases there were fines of 5s., and 
in 160 cases fines ranging from 5s. to 10s. 
In cases of this nature, in which life was 
endangered, these fines were not suflicient, 
and this was ample justification for introduc- 
ing minimum penalties in the bill. 

‘he two main objects of the bill were te 
clean off the roads drunken and reckless 
motorists, and also to clean off the roads all 
vehicles not fit to carry passengers in a 
reasonable degree of safety He was satisfied 
that the bill allows these two objects. 

PILLION RIDING. 

Senator Joseph Cunningham regretted the 
absence from the bill of any provision which 
would lessen the danger from dazzle ir son 
He was convinced that a great many accidents 
were due to this cause. The Home Secretary 
was against billion riding, but he evidently 
did not appreciate the great pleasure which 
hundreds of young men and women enjoyed 
by motor cycling and pillion riding. Nothing 
could be done that would inflict a greater 
hardship on the working people if an attempt 
were made to prevent pillion riding. The 
motor cycle, without a sidecar, was the 
only vehicle that could be kept in an ordinary 
working-class dwellinghouse He appeaied 
to the House to use its influence with the 
Minister of Home Affairs not to interfere with 
pillion riding.

of the milk supply. If we are to build a 
first-class people, it cannot be done with a 


rate milk. The fact that our grand- 
fathers did not trouble about microbes is 
no proof that microbes did not trouble 
about them. In any case we are living 
under conditions very different from those 
which prevailed even half a century ago, 
and to reject the benefits of science would 
be to raise a barrier against progress. 

The provision of a safe milk supply is 
not in Ireland a herculean labour, demand- 
ing heroic sacrifices. Nothing more is 
required than forethought, patience and a 
determination that slackness and _ sloveli- 
ness, instead of being regarded as minor 
shortcomings, shall be shown in their true 
light as crimes against the State. Dr. 
McCormack, one of the medical inspectors 
of the Local Government Department, 
attributes the apathy of local authorities 
concerning the adminisiration of the 
Dairies Order to want of knowledge. In 
the twentieth century such lack of 
knowledge not merely is a proof of in- 
ability to discharge the responsible duties 
of a popular representative, but reveals a 
depth ofignorance of theelementary duties 
of citizenship. Dr. McCormack protested 
that there was not sufficient supervision of 
milk at the source. We agree; but we fear 
that more drastic suptrvision is required 
all along the line, from the milker to the 
vendor, and occasionally to the magistrate 
who imposes nominal fines for offences that 
invite stringent penalties. It is question- 
able if the machinery for the detection of 
impurities does not also require to be 
tightened. If bacteriological tests were 
made the rule, instead of being, as they are 
now, the exception, it is highly probable 
that not a little milk which passes muster 
under the present system of analysis would 
be condemned out of hand. 

The view has been urged strongly before 
the committee that milk ought to be 
graded officially, and that the highest class 
should be that in which the supply is taken 
from tuberculin-tested cows. If this plan 
were adopted, the result, as with eggs and 
butter, would be to raise the standard al! 
round. Cotsérvative as he is to the back- 
bone, the Irish farmer is anything but 
slow to learn as soon as he realises that, 
if he fails to profit by instruction, his pocket 
will suffer.

Aviation and Empire. 


Almost every day brings tidings of re- 
markable developments in aviation. To- 
day comes the news that a new German: 
air service between Berlin and Moscow is 
being organised. Giant machines, carry- 
ing sixty passengers apiece and flying at a 
speed up to 125 miles an hour, will begin, 
in the spring, to fly regularly between the 
two capitals. From Geneva it is reported 
that Germany 's admission to the League 
of Nations, by opening the skies to 
German commercial aviation, has led to 
the formation of a scheme for a new series 
of European services, financed by Germany 
and using Geneva as centre. Budapest, 
Breslau, Berlin, Hamburg, Amsterdam, 
Paris and London will be served by direct 
flights to and from Geneva, which offers, 
in the still waters of the adjacent lake, 
an unsurpassable landing-place for hydro- 
planes. Ultimately, the German aerial 
companies which have planned this great 
undertaking hope to thrust regular aerial 
services from Geneva to South America 
and the Orient. If aviation is breaking 
down the dividing walls. of Europe and 
making of the Continent a true 
geographical unit, in another fashion it is 
uniting the far-spread territories of the 
British Empire and assisting in the 
development of a second great unit. Major 
Hemming, an expert in aviation, described 
to the Aeronautical Correspondent of the 
Morning Post a proposal for carrying out 
an aerial survey of the territories over 
which the British flag flies, and thus 
bringing into being a map of the Empire. 
One vast British colony is about to be 
explored by air. In Rhodesia an area of 
no less than 52,000 square miles will be 
surveyed by aeroplane. It is. estimated 
that 20,000 square miles will be mapped 
in six months, and the .maps will show, 
beside the nature of the ground, the 
position of copper deposits and the most 
suitable sites for roads and railways. 
The Dominion of Canada already has 
carried out a substantial measure of aerial 
survey, and still leads in the thoroughness 
with which this work is conducted. British 
Guiana and Nigeria are lands which still 
are largely unexplored, and, owing to the 
difficulty of travel by land in these regions, 
surveying, whenever it: is undertaken, 
certainly will be done from the air. 
Probably not more than a few years. will 
pass before aerial maps of the whole 
British Empire will be in existence, and 
the economic possibilities and archwological 
wealth of these vast lands will lie before 
the student's eye in an open. book.

die in the country. Ever fewer farmers’ 
wives gather for spinning parties and 
carry their yarn to the cottage weaver. 
For lack of education, perseverance or 
discipline, the old home-workers fail to 
keep up with the demands of the market 
for variety and finish. Educated young 
women, however, find the pursuit of the 
old crafts, under modern methods of 
organisation, highly profitable. The hope 
for home industries, therefore, lies in a 
renaissance, which shal] transfer their 
practice from dying tradition to living 
enterprise. On Tuesday Dr. Grattan 
Flood described in our columns the highly 
successful practice of fiddle-making in 
Dublin a hundred years ago. Foreign 
students of the crafts have suggested that 
the Irish temperament, which is cunning 
of hand and notoriously keen and subtle 
of ear, well might prove adaptable to the 
making of musical instruments.

REPORT STAGE CONCLUDED. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

With the prospect of another dull night 
on the Electricity Supply Bill, the attend- 
ance in the House this evening’ was not 
nearly up to the normal, and, as the ques- 
tions on the Order Paper raised no points of 
real importance, members had a perfectly 
reasonable excuse for staying away.. Neither 
the Frime Minister nor his deputy, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, was in the House, and 
the few questions addressed to the Premier 
were answered by the Chief Whip, Com- 
mander Eyres Monsell. 

The only matter which excited general in- 
terest was raised by Captain Foxcroft, who 
was anxious to know when the Government 
proposed to alter the law as it affected trade 
upions. It has been made clear already that 
the Government have no intention of devot- 
ing any of the Parliamentary time between 
now and Christmas to this subject, and 
those who have been pressing upon the 
‘rime Minister to take the matter in hand 
without delay had to be content with the 
assurance that attention will be given to it 
next session. 

Mr. David Kirkwood, who has been 
served with summonses under the Emergency 
Regulations in respect of speeches to miners 
in Derbyshire, made an ineffectual attempt 
to raise the question on the floor of the 
House. The particular point that he desired 
to raise was not apparent, as he had only 
got as far as a statement to the effect that 
he had consulted ‘legal luminaries,”’ 
when there were shouts of 'SOrder ” from 
the Ministerial benches, and the Speaker pre- 
vented him from going further. . 
ELEVEN O'CLOCK RULE SUSPENDED. 

Although quite good progress has been 
made with the Electricity Supply Bill on 
Report, the Government were taking no 
chances. It is their intention to get the 
measure through the Commons, this week, 
and in anticipation of dilatory .tactics they 
suspended the eleven o'clock rule, though the 
obstruction, if any, is more likely to come 
from a section of their own followers than 
from the benches opposite. 

An hour or so. was spent in the discussion 
of minor amendments, but on Clause 27, 
which gives power to the Treasury té guarar- 
tee loans to the Electricity Board, there was 
evidence. of a very considerable revolt of 
Conservative members, led by Sir Rrederick 
Wise. As to the merits of the bill itself, 
the hon. member, not being an electrical 
expert, was not in a pore to speak, but as 
a financier he strongly protested against the 
Government guarantee of principal and in- 
terest in respect of such a vast sum as 55} 
millions. There was, in his opinion, no neces- 
sitv for the guarantee, ‘which was but one 
instance of the loose way in which credit 
was being thrown about. He concluded by 
moving the omission of the clause, and was 
supported by Mr. Redford and Major Kinder- 
slev from the same side of the House. 

Mr. Hardie, from the Labour benches, 
came to the assistance of the Government. 
He asserted that the opposition to the scheme 
was: inspired bv selfish stockbrokers and 

nar sd When the bill was upstairs 
in Committee thev had heard so much about 
city, city, city, that he felt compelled to 
quote Scripture, and he would quote it again 
now—‘' Woe unto the city that is filled with 
robbers,’’ (Laughter.) 

The Attornev-General, in resisting the 
ainendment, said that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer had given the scheme his cordial 
epproval, because he was satisfied that it was 
in the real interests of the country. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by 291 votes to 35, the Labour Party in this 
instance voting with the Government. 

The report stage of the bill was 
cluded. 

MR. KIRKWOOD'S GRIEVANCE. 

On thé moticn for the adjournment, Mr. 
Kirkwood raised again the question of the 
banned miners’ meetings in Derbyshire on 
Sunday last, and declared that this was an 
unwarrantable interference with the tradi- 
tional right of free speech. He was parti- 
cularly indignant with the Home Secretary 
for not being in his place. It was, he said, 
a) insult to him and to the House, and the 
Home Secretary was not fit to hold his high 
office.

A GREAT SIGH. 

Once more the gun crashed its signal. 
A great sigh rises from the earth, and the 
pigeons, happy now to find mankind alive 
again, career away in flustered flight. The 
silence is over. In two minutes that 
countless throng has’ re-lived a lifetime. 
Many of bem have been carried back to 
those fevered days of 1914, when bands 
were playing and flags Were flying to bid 
God-speed to the deathless little army of. 
“mercenaries ’’ that stopped the Germans’ 
onrush with its lives. 

Others have been thinking of the dark 
years that followed; of Ypres, of the 
Somme, of Cambrai, of Gallipoli, and all 
the other graveyards of Britain’s sons. 
All have been with their dead boys again 
—for those precious two minutes of 
memory-laden silence. 

Around the Cenotaph, the King, with 
his soldier sons, his fighting leaders, and 
the statesmen of Empire, stands with 
bent head, a symbol of Britain’s grief and 
pride. A little to one side, the. tall, 
slightly-stooped figure of an Irish Minister, 
bereft. like the rest, recalls bitter days 
and a joyful peace, and as the mournful 
wail. of the “Last Post” pierces the 
heavens, the roar of London's traffic is 
heard again like the sound of the guns in 
the distance. | 


FOR REMEMBRANCE. 

‘There are prayers. The massed bands 
strike up the grand old hymn, ‘‘O God, 
Our Help in Ages Past,’’ and the whole 
crowd joins in the singing. Feelings are 
loosed at last. The singing has a fervour 
with which no other occasion could invest 
it, and the quavering voices of tearful 
women blend with the hoarse bases of the 
men in an. anthem of praise which to 
thousands also is a requiem. 

Réveille chases the tears from our eyes 
and the sorrow from our souls. Death 
is swallowed up in victory. Those million 
lads that lie in foreign clay or rest in the 
ocean’s depths are gloriously alive in 
England’s swelling heart, and one. notices 
an almost triumphant air about the 
pilgrims to the Cenotaph, laying their 
simple little tokens of remembrance at the 
foot of the mpty tomb. 


THE UNKNOWN WARRIOR. 

For hours and hours they file past. Row 
upon row, thousand upon thousand, until 
night falls, and the great arc lamps throw 
the shadows of the city’s teeming life 
across the streets. 

From Whitehall they cross to the Abbey, 
there again to wait patiently in a never- 
ending procession until if comes to their 
turn to walk past the Unknown War- 
rior’s tomb, covered with sprinkled 
poppies. Even in the passing ‘buses men 
and women alike stand up and bow their 
heads as they are carried home down 
Whitehall from office and workshop. 

To-day, at any rate, Britain’s dead are 
not forgotten; but night has come. The 
last: "buses are hurrying towards their 
dépéts. Taxi-drivers are dropping off to 
sleep on their ranks, and London's 
millions “are seeking the warmth 
and comfort of their homes. Still they

NOW CLAIMED AS AN 
ENGLISHMAN.

STOCKHOLM, Thursday. 

The Swedish Academy has awarded the 
Nobel prize for literature for 1925 to Mr. 
Bernard Shaw. 

The award for the prize for literature 
for 1926 has been postponed to next year. 
Each Nobel prize for 1925 amounts to 
188,000 Swedish kroner (about £6,500). 

Mr. Shaw is the second Irishman to win 
the prize, the first being Senator Yeats.

“AN ENGLISHMAN.” 

The Daily Express says that Mr. 
Bernard Shaw puts his tongue in his 
cheek, and suggests that the Swedish 
Academy’s decision to award him t 
Nobel prize for literature may have bee 
taken because he has not written a book 
foralongtime. Mr. Shaw laughs at every- 


body else, but, because he can laugh at 


himself as well, everybody else also laughs 
at, and with, him. The fact remains that, 
possibly in spite of himself, he is by 
way of being a literary giant, and also a 
great Englishman. He may deny the 
second count in the indictment, but he has 
lived here so long—with profit both to him- 
self and this country—that he can no more 
be regarded as an Irishman. 


G.B.S.’s SUCCESS. 


The award of the Nobel Prize to Mr. 
Bernard Shaw is a just recognition of his 
widespread eminence on the Continent, 
remarks the Westminster Gazette, and its 
suitability will not be questioned here, where 
Mr. Shaw, the irrepressible playboy of con- 
troeversy, does not always allow us to take 
him seriously as G.K.C,'s puritan. 

In Germany Shaw seasons rival Shakes-

THE MINERS’ DECISION. 
The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes : e Miners’ Delegate Conference 
yesterday set the Executive of the Federa- 
tion free to continue negotiations with the 
Government for the settlement of the coal 
dispute. The decision, which was unani- 


mous, meant that the miners conceded |. 


district agreements, based on a revision of 
the wage rates and the hours of work, but 
that they would press the Government to 
set up a tribunal for the review and co- 
ordination of .zhe district agreements in 
accordance with the national principles 
laid down by the Government and believed 
to have the approval of the colliery 
owners. 

Equipped with this new authority, the 
Executive last night met the Coal Com- 
mittee of. the Cabinet, when the Govern- 


ment proposals of last week were received’ 


in an amplified form and were considered. 

As the discussions developed the miners 
asked definitely for information _ con- 
cerning the views of the Government on 
the possibility of establishing a National 
Tribunal, and also as to the constitution 
of such a body. The opposition of the 
owners to any tribunal which.would have 
power to alter settlements made in the 
districts is deseribed as unchanged. 

The Government proposal is a Com- 
mittee of three experts, to be set up by 
legislation, and to remain in existence for 
six months. Its functions would be to re- 
view the district. agreements, and see.that 


their provisions are in accordance with the |} 


general principles laid down by the 


Government. 


OWNERS INFORMED. 


DETAILS UNDER DISCUSSION. 

After a brief interview between the re- 
presentatives of the Government. and 
representatives of the coal-owners, which, 
it was stated in well-informed quarters, 
was for the purpose of “informing” the 
mine-owners, a meeting of the Cabinet 
Coal Committee was held.

NEARING THE END. 
CABINETS. SOUND 
PROPOSALS. 


The Times, dealing in an editorial 
article with yesterday's development in 
the coal dispute—the giving by the Dele- 
gate Conference of full powers of negotia- 
tion to the Miners’ Executive Committee— 
observes :—‘'To appreciate the character 
of this last phase of the ‘situation it is 
necessary to bear in mind the refusal of 
the Mining Association, the national 
organisation. of the colliery. owners, to 
enter into negotiations or to make an 
agreement with the Miners’ Federation. 

“Tt is this fact which explains the rela- 
tions with the miners into which the 
Government has entered.

“Unless the requirements of the Senate 
resolution are met by the other interested 
nations,’’ he said, “I see no prospect of 
this country adhering to the world court.” 
Inspired, perhaps, by the nature of the 
ceremony in which he was taking part, 
President Coolidge took advantage of the 


opportunity to make a notable pronouace- 


ment on the subject of conscription in 
America in the event of another war. 


CONSCRIPTION OF WEALTH. 

Hé declared that the policy of the 
Government in that case should be 
universal conscription, not only of man 
power, but also of. the wealth of. the 
nation. 

“To expose some men to the perils of 
the battlefield while others are left to reap 
large gains, to make a sacrifice. of one 
and a profiteer of another, is not in 
harmony with our ideals of equity,’’ he 
said. 

While President Coolidge advocated the 
maintenatice of an, adequate standard of 
air, naval and military preparedness, he 
disclaimed on behalf of the United States 
“any Imperialistic designs.’ 

/ He also reiterated the desire of the 
American Government for the lessening of 
competitive armaments, especially naval 
armaments, to achieve which end America. 


was prepared to make reasonable sacrifices. 


WAR DEBTS. 

In mentioning. the vexed question of war 
debts, President Coolidge: again expressed 
the view that moderation was a mutual 
international obligation, while deprecating 
“extortion or oppression.”” . President 
Coolidge was careful, however, ‘to em- 
phasise in this connection that America 
had consistently pursued a policy of re- 
cognition of the sanctity of international 
obligations, and hé declared he did not 


believe that the world could rést on any 


other secure foundation. — 


CHEERED BY 150,000.

ORGANISATION. 


The parade of ex-Service men to the 
Cross of Remembrance in the Phenix 
Park was one of the most imposing 
demonstrations that Dublin has witnessed 
jor some time. 

In previous’years this part of the cere- 
monial did not attract especial attention, 
lor the reason that the parade was through 
comparatively confined areas, with dense 
throngs overflowing from the side paths 
and crowding on to the marching men. 
Yesterday the fine open stretch of the 
northern quays, a mile and a half in 
length, offered to the citizens a\full view 
of the demonstration, inspiring in its pro- 
portions and admirable in its carrying out. 


9,000 IN THE MARCH. 

The plan arranged between the British 
Legion: organisers and the Metropolitan 
Civic Guard provided 
mustering place for thirty-four sections of 
approximately 200 men apiece, That 
brings the strength of the parade at the 
start to about 7,000, and to that are to be 
added the contingents that joined in at 
the Kingsbridge. All told, the number 
that took part in the march must have 
been very close on 9,000. 

Tke weather, which in the early..morn- 
ing had been dull, with every sign. of 
rain, cleared shortly after nine o'clock, 
and from that throughout the day the sun 
shone cheeringly. The different con- 
tingents began to arrive in Beresford place 
soon after nine o'clock, and as they 
arrived thay took up their allotted posi- 
tions without any confusion. This part of 
the arrangements was so well carried out 
by the stewards acting with Captain 
Dennis that until the parade got under 
weigh there was not the slightest inter- 
ference with the heavy traffic which passes 
through that area. 

At 9.45 the parade was drawn up at 
ease from O'Connell Bridge back as far 
as Store street. Sharp to the appointed 
time the “Quick March” was given by 
Mr. A. P. Connolly, Irish Guards, Presi- 
dent of the British Legion in the Free 
State. The parade was led by the brass 
band of the Legion, with headquarters in 
Bachelor's Walk, and close on a dozen

other bands, mostly pipe and fife and} 


drum, played the men along. 


THE LEADERS. 

Along with the President of thé Legion 
there marched behind the leading 
contingent Brigadier-General Hammond, 
Canon McClean (Senior Chaplain to the 
60th Division) and Captain Henry Harri- 
son. The other sections obeyed the com 
mands of their own leaders, Noticeable 
among them was the Dublin \talians of 
the Fascisti in the uniform of that 
organisation and carrying a smal] Italian 
flag. 

There was in the procession a noticeable 
absence of flags, except those of the several 
‘branches of the Legion. One very large 
Union Jack on two poles was carried by 
a number of women of the working class, 
and individual women and girls among the 
spectators also carried small British flags. 
All along the route from O'Connell Bridge 
to the Park Gate there were no flags flown 
from buildings, except at the Kingsbridge 
Station, where the Southern Railways 
Company s flag in the centre was flanked 
by the Union Jack and the Saorstat 
tricolour. 

All traffic was held up as the proces- 
sion passed the head of O'Connell Bridge 
over to the North quays. The tramway 
service to the Park “was also suspended 
for an hour until the parade had passed. 


ORDERLY CROWDS. 
All along the line of march from the 
start at 10.45 a.m. to the return to 
O'Connell Bridge at 12.15 p.m. there was 
not the least incident to mar the de- 
monstration. People im their thousands 
marehed along with the ex-Seryice men, 
densely filling the whole thoroughfare 
from the houses on the right to the river 
wall on the left. Hundreds gathered at 
the many bridges to see the procession 
pass, and many watched from the windows 
along the way; but not once was even a 
word spoken that could be regarded as 
out of. sympathy. with the proceedings. 
There was no cheering, singing, or other 
noisy expression of appreciation of the 
turn-out. A pleasant little incident 
occurred when three soldiers of the Free 
State Army on duty within the Esplanade 
enclosure stood to attention as the head 
of the parade was passing. 
From the slight eminence at the King's 
Bridge one could get a fairly comprehen-

One gang, 
larger than the others, attacked. two 
policemen in Dawson street, and» broke 
-into.the offices of the Representative Body 
in St, Stephen's Green in order to remove 
a Union Jack from a window. 

It: is greatly to the credit of the ex- 
Service men that, although they received 
great provocation, they preserved perfect 
distipline and refused to be drawn into 
a row. 

_ PROCESSION ATTACKED. 
' Ag the ex-Service men were passing the 
jenction of. D'Olier and Westmoreland street 
a crowd of between 200 and 300 men and 
boys, also marching in military formation, 
came from the direction of Westmoreland 
street and headed as if to cut straight across 
the procession, their leaders shouting, “ Here 


| we are again ’’ and ' Up the Republic.” 


' Many of the ex-Service men were ready to 
fajl:eut of the ranks in order to get back 
‘as qnickly: as possible to their places of 
business and homes. When the. officer in 
charge saw that a collision was possible, how. 
ever, he gave the order, “ Close ranks and 
march.” This was immediately obeyed. A 
few women, all of whom wore poppies, with 
the ifitention of preventing a collision, wedged 


Í themselves in between the two parties, and 


‘some of them got rough handling. This 
caused some excitement, which lasted for a 
few mitfutes, during which poppies and other 


-laemblema were snatched from the coats of

“OLD MAN BEATEN. | 

i; The crowd, shouted “ Up the ublic " 
ora marched alongside the ex-Service men. 
Half.way along D’Ohier street a nasty incident 
oceurred. An old man, wearing a poppy, was 
beaten by members of the crowd, and a 
road repairer went to his rescue. The crowd 
turned on him, and in order to defend him. 
self he took up a pickaxe with which he 
had been working a few moments before 
With the handle of it he attempted to ward 
off his attackers, one of whom stabbed himw 
with a penknife, inflicting several gashes 
on his hands. 

Another scuffle took place just outside the 
Red Bank Restaurant. A number of youths 
were engaged in it, but it was quickly oy es 
by a number 3f Civic Guards; who used their 
batons vigorouslv 

FLAG-SNATCHER CAUGHT. 

When order was restored the processionists 
moved forward, and as they did so a man 
Seated on a stationary tramcar snatched one 
of the Union Jacks that the ex-Service men 
‘were carrying. Then he took a bottle from 
his pocket and threw it into the middle of 
the procession Fortunately, nobody was 
injured. ‘The man was taken into custody. 

‘There were many motor cars in the city 
during the morning and early afternoon, the 
majority of which, both on the bonnets and 
inside, wére decorated, with poppies and 
When some of these cars came 


the bonnets. 

A saloon motor car which was outside the 
poppy. distributing dépét in Dawson street 
was attacked by a gang. A smoke bomb was 
thrown into the bonnet of the cer, and some 
of the windows were smashed. The bomb 
was immediately put out of action by a hand 
fire extinguisher used by the owner of the 


car. 

CHURCH 07 IRELAND OFFICES. 

The Union Jack flying from the offices of 
the Representative Body of the Chnrch of 
Ireland, 52 St. Stephen’s Green, was removed 
by some members of a crowd who were wear- 
ing the Free State colours a described 
themselves as ‘ anti-Imperialists.”’ When 
they observed the flag. they rushed at the 
door, and, though they knocked Jong and 
hard, they feceived no reply, as all the 
members of the staff were out. 

A man climbed through a window and 
opened the door. Two etHer men entered. 
As they were pulling in the flag from the 
staff some’ of the officials returned and pro- 
tested against the conduct of the crowd. The 
protest called forth the remarks: “ You have 
no right to fly that flag. This is Ireland, not 
England. We are Irish. We do not want 
that flag A woman snatched the poppy 
that one of these officials was wearing, but 
she was prevailed on by some policeman to 
return jt. : 

In the excitement three men succeeded in 
getting clear with the flag. Followed by the 
crowd. they trailed it along the street as far 
as College Green. é 

IN GOLLEGE GREEN. - 

They arrived at the Green shortly after the 
two minutes’ silence had been observed by 
some thousands of citizens who had assembled 
there for the purpose. The ‘‘ anti-Imperialists” 
sang the ‘Soldier's Song” and those who 
had observed the period of silence countered 
with “God Save the King.” The ‘ anti- 
Imnerialists’’ went over to the base of King 
William’s statue, and, as they were going in 
the direction of Trinity College, a body of 
police ordered them to disperse. An attempt 
was made to burn the Union Jack, but this 
the police prevented, and the flag was then 
torn. 

The two minutes’ silence was broken in 
College Green: by the unseemly conduct of 
two women, one of whom kept shouting, 
“Up the Republic,” When she ceased the 
how! was taken up by her companion, . The 
latter was encircled by a number of those 
who had observed the silence, who sa 
several verses of ' God Save the King ” an 
‘*Rule Britannia.” 


MEN ARRESTED. 

Because of their threatening demeanour at 
College Green in the afternoon when the 
crowds were returning from the Phenix 
Park, several men were taken into custody. 
All of them carried blackthorn sticks, and 
the Civic Guards felt it would be better for 
themselves and everybody else to restrain 
their movements for the evening 

Two policemen doing duty jin Dawson 
street were attacked by a crowd with sticks, 
and had difficulty in defending themselves 
until reinforcements arrived. Three men were 
taken into custody. 

An. ex-Service man was attacked by a 
hostile crowd in King street. He was 
rescued by a clergyman, and taken to hos- 
pital for treatment. 

_A crowd of ‘about 300 persons halted ont- 
side the Royal Irish Automobile Club, Daw- 
son street. and demanded that the Union 
Jack should be taken down. Two young 
men started to climb up the outside of the 
building, and the occupants of the premises 
—mainly ladies—fearing violence pulled in 


the flag. 
FLAG RECOVERED. 

The same crowd went to O'Connell Bridge, 
and came into collision with a body of ex- 
Service men, who were carrying a small 
Union Jack. The crowd su d in ea 
turing the flag, but after a brief fight, in 
which sticks were used, the ex-Service men 
recovered it; : :

LEINSTER. 

ENNISCORTHY.--Mags was celebrated in 
Enniscorthy Cathedral, and a special Service 
was held in St. Mary's Charch. 

Gorey.—A Service in. Christ Church was 
conducted by Canon Willis, B.D., Rector, 
assisted by the Rev. W. E. Vandeleur, M.A., 
Kiltennel. At 11 o'clock, when the bell ran 
out, the two minutes’ silence was observed. 
The Flanders poppies had a ready sale. 

DrocHepa.—Solemn Requiem Mass was 
offered in St. Peter’s at 10 o'clock. Ex- 
Service men, numbering about one hundred, 
then marchéd to the memorial cross at Dublin 
road, where, in company with a large body of 
civilians, they observed the two minutes’ 
silence. Many beautiful wreaths were laid on 
the cenotaph. 

ATHLÓNB. — Special Services were held in 
St. Mary's. Protestant Church. The Rev. 
W...C, de Pauley, D.D., preached, and the 
special music was rendered by the joint choirs 
of St. Mary's and St. Peter's Churches. The 
two minutes’ silence was also observed. 
Many Fe were displayed, and the occa- 
sion passed off. without incident, 

Maryrsornoven.—The branch of the Legion 
paraded outside their club premises at 9 a.m. 
and marched to Ss. ‘Peter and Paul’s Church, 
where a Requiem Mass was celebrated by the 
Right Rey. Monsignor Murphy. As the men 
entered the church the Legron band played a 
funéral match. ‘The Church of Ireland mem- 
bers attended at St. Peter’s Church, where 
the special Service was taken by the Rev. 
W. J. Willis, Rector. At the general parade 
at the club, under the command of Captain 
Kane, the two minutes’ silence was observed. 
Poppy ‘sellers reaped a good harvest. — 

Wexforp.—A large congregation, fully re- 
resentative of all classes, attended 10.40 a.m. 
Rarvice in St. Iberius’s Church, which was 
suitably decorated with flowers. The Service 
was short, but deeply impressive, the two 
minutes’ silence being reverent! observed to 
the stroke of 11 a.m. On the conclusion 
“The? Last Post' was sounded by four 
buglers from the Willie Redmond Branch of 
the British Legion Club. A prayer and the 
Benediction following, brought the Service to 
a close. Amongst the decorations, two beau- 
tiful wreaths were laid at the foot of the 
memorial pulpit just before the Service. com- 
mencéd by ex-Service men, sent from ex: 
Service members and members of the British 
Legion. A sale of poppies, superintended by 
a committee of the Relief Fund, British 
Legion, was actively carried on in_ the town 
in spite of the inclement weather. _The collec- 
tions in churches last Sunday for Earl Haig’s 
Fund were well supported. 

Movwrmetticx. — About 450 ex-Service 
men wearing medals and decorations made a 
most imposing display, when they marched 
from the 98 Monument.in Pound street to 
the Catholic Church.. Afterwards the Pro- 
testant and Catholic éx-Service men ‘‘ formed 
up” in the market square, and the “ two 
minutes’”’ silence was observed.. The “' Last 
Post’? was sounded, and the Protestant sec- 
tion entered their church. where a wreath was 
laid on the memorial tablet of the late Cap- 
tain Arthur Neale, Mr. Victor Smith, the 
chairman of Mountmellick ex-Legion’s Branch 
addressed the parade before it was dismissed, 
and congratulated them on the turn out, 
which was ‘‘ carried out in the best traditions 
of the British Army.’’ Mr. McDonald said 
that it was in the spirit of remembrance for 
tne dead that ‘“‘ Poppy’.

Dunpatx.—During the celebrations in St.

UNVEILED BY SIR NEVIL 
MACREADY. 


From Revter’s CoORRESPONDENT. 
MONS, Thursday. 

In the presence of a large and reverent 
crowd, the British war memorial com- 
memorating the deaths of a million British 
soldiers in the Great War was unveiled 
here to-day in the beautiful Gothic 
Cathedral of Saint Waudru, only a few 
miles from the lines where the ‘‘old 
contemptibles’’ first tasted the barbarism 
of modern warfara on August 23, 1914, 

The ceremony was performed by General 
Sir Nevil Matready, who was Adjutent- 
General of the British Expeditionary Force 
in 1914. The. memorial bears a Latin 
inscription recalling the death of one 
million British soldiers in the Great War 
for. right and liberty, Above are em- 
blazoned the arms of Great Britain and 
the Dominions. 

The religious Service, which preceded 
the inauguration, was most appropriately 
arranged and beautifully carried out. It 
began with the fine rendering of an 
anthem by the collegiate choir, Monsignor 
de Crey, the doyen of the Mons clergy, 
after welcoming the British authorities, 
pictured the heroism of the ‘‘ contemptible 
little army" in glowing. terms, which 
brought tears to the eyés of many in the 
great congregation. 

Sir Nevil Macready then drew aside the 
British flag which covered the memorial, 
and said: “Let us not forget our t 
dead. May they rest in peace.” www 
In the interval for silent prayer which 
followed, the British and Belgian anthems 
were softly played on the organ.

germ of an equally great danger to their pro- 
vince. In the old days he often anticipated 
that a severe testing time for Ulster would be 
the years immediately Sucoéeding the settle- 
ment of the Home Rule question and that of 
the Boundary; that the sense of freedom thus 
created would promote an inclination to press 
forward claims of one kind and another, with- 
out a full realisation of the peril in which the 
loyalist cause might be placed. Now the 
Cabinet was being sorely pressed drastically 
to relax their licensing restrictions in regard 
to Sunday trading and in other directions, 
and at the same time they observed a move- 
ment towards local option. Although it was 
unusual to anticipate so far ahead as the next 
general election, which might not take place 
till 1929, he felt it his duty to make the posi- 
tion quite clear so far as his colleagues and 
he were concerned, and to give a timely lead 
to public opinion. Otherwise their silence 
might be misconstrued. (Hear, hear.) 

_ RESIGNATION QUESTION. 

First of all, let him repeat what he had 
said recently in the Ulster Reform Club. 
He had no intention of resigning; he was in 
‘the hands of the supreme arbitrament of the 
Ulster Unionist’ Council. So long as his 
health permitted, and he continued to retain 
their confidence and that of the loyalists 
whom they represented, his services were at 
the command of Ulster. Nothing could tempt 
lim to deviate from the path of duty to those 
who had so generously supported him 
throughout the past»six strenuous years. 

Looking ahead with regard to the licensing 
laws, they asked themselves the question, 
“What is best for Ulster”. and they 
answered emphatically, ‘‘ Leave’ well alone. ' 
Ulster was sober, even more so than certain 
countries where strict prohibition was said to 
peeved. Moreover, Ulster was not only sober, 
mut was improving steadily all the time, 
through the good sense of her people, the 
efiorts of the Christian Churches, and the 
better education now provided. They had 
just, recently passed a Licensing Act, which 

ad proved beneficial. It had brought about 
a great reform, The cOmmunity was settling 
down under it. At first it ereated consider- 
able cleavage in their That was now 
all healed. 

After prolonged and/earnest consideration, 
he had come to the Sondlusion, in which he 
was. fortified by the unanimous opinion of 
his colleagues, that. he could not respen that 
question while he was Prime Minister, 

His reasons were many—one great temper- 
ance reform measure was as much as should 
be reasonably expected In the time of any 
Prime Minister. To begin all. over again 
would open wide the floodgates, and no man 
could safely foretell what might happen to 
Ulster» as a whole while protagonists Were 
waging a bitter internecine war, Candi- 
dates would be pledged, some one. way and 
some another, risking the entry into the field 
of third parties, who, taking advantage 
of a split in the Unionist ranks, might win 
through and capture’ their Parliament, to 
the end that all they had fought for and all 
they had so hardly won might be destroyed. 
Their margin of safety over..Republicans, 
Nationalists, Socialists and so-called Independ- 
ents In the House of Commons, When the re- 
maining Nationalists took their seats, was de- 
plorably narrow; there were only seven seats 
to be won by their opponents to overthrow 
the Government and plunge Ulster into chaos. 
He had never played for popularity, and he 
did not propose to begin now ? he preferred 
sober progress with safety, and he refused to 
plunge thegprovince into so creat a danger. 

ULSTER'S NEED. 

What Ulster réquired, and what the agzi- 
cultural and great business community had a 
right to demand, after all the risks and 
anxieties through which they had passed, was 
peace, less disturbing legislation, and close 
application to the practical work of getting 
on. “He hoped that he had made himself 
abundantly clear. bevond any. misunderstand- 
ing. When the small necessary amending hill 
to whieh he had referred in Parliament? was 
passed into law, neither the liquor trade, on 
the one hand, nor the temperance advocates 
on the other, would persuade him to take up 
that thorny question again, though, of course, 
the Cabinet would favourably consider any 
agreed proposal put forward by the two con- 
tending parties. 

He reiterated that he had the authority of 
every one of his colleagues in the Cabinet ‘or 
arriving at this irrevocable decision, ahd they 
confidently relied upon the support of alli 
those whom they désifed to serve. His last 
word was one of warning to those individuals 
who would set the heather afire. Let them 
count the cost, let them follow, in their 
minds, to its logical and imevitable conclusion, 
the effect of splitting their Unionist ranks. 
lf they did that they would not hesitate a 
vroment in saying with him, ‘ Leave’ wei! 


alone.”’ 

THE PRESENTATION. 

Sir James and Jady Craig afterwards 
attended a meeting of Orangemen and 
Unionists of Newry district in the Lecture 
Hall of Downmshire Road Presbyterian 
Church, where they received presentations in 
acknowledgment of their services in connec- 
tion with the Boundary problem. 

The presentation to Sir James was a 
massive silver loving cup, and that to Lady 
Craig was a handsome fruit basket of pierced 
silver. Both gifts were inscribed—‘' Not an 
inch.”” The speakers included Mr. J, F. 
Agnew (Chairman) and Lord Kilmorey, who 
made the presentation. 

Lady Craig briefly thanked those present 
for their handsome gift, and Sir James Craig. 
in his reply, acknowledged the presentation. 
and went on to pay a tribute to his col- 
leagues in the Government. He said that 
he could not speak unmoved of their loyalty 
throughout the recent struggle. Newry 
played its part magnificently in that struggle, 
and now it had its reward. They rejoiced 
that, as the outcome of a friendly settlement, 
ood feeling “existed between North and 
outh, and between all sections of the people 
in their own area. 

Sir James, in conclusion, proposed a vote 
of thanks to Lord Kilmorey for making the 
presentation.

IMPORTANT POWERS. 


. 


“To collect news of, and information 
relating to, current events in any part of the 
world, and in any manner that may be 
thought fit, and to establish and subscribe to 
news agencies,’’ is one one of the important 
powers conferred tipon the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, which cothes into being on 
Janugry Ist next for a period of ten years. 

The draft of the Royal Charter for ‘the 
incorporation of the new body and the licence 
to be granted by the Postmaster-General was 
issued yesterday. . The Earl of Clarendon, as 
Chairman of the Governors, is to receive 
£3,000; Lord Gainford, © Vice-Chairman, 
£1,000, and each of the remaining three 
Governors £700 per annum, and all are en- 
titled to remain in office for five years. The 
licence granted to the Corporation provides 
that whenevef requested by any Department 
of the Government they shall send from all, 
or any of the stations, any matter which such 
Department may require to be br ast. 

POSTMASTER-GENERAL'S POWERS. 

The Postmaster-General may from time to 
time require the’ Corporation to refraim from 
sending by ‘broadcast matter specified by 
notice in writing, and is empowered to revoke 
the licence if, his opinion, the Corpora- 
tion does ‘not adequately perform the 
covenants om? its part “to send éfficiently 
from the stations a programme of broadcast 
matter,’’ or for any breach of any provisions 
in the Charter. 

By the agreement between the Postmaster- 
General and the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany, Ltd., for the transfer of service, the 
company is to receive £620,000 in full satis- 
faction of all claims against the Postmaster- 
General. £424,000 of this sum already has 
been paid.

ENGLISH MAIL ROBBERY. 


TWO WOMEN AND A MAN 
ARRESTED IN CAFE. 


The Press Reociation’s Coventry Corre- 
spondent states that two women and a man 
were detained at Coventry last evemng in 
connection with the mail van robbery, which 
took place near Pershore, Worcester, on the 
6th inst. The attention of detectives on duty 
in a slum area was drawn to two well- 
dressed women and a man, whom they kept 
under observation. When they entered a 
café a net was drawn round the premises, 
and the detectives, entering, detained the

The sound of the discharge attracted 
a crowd to the café. and it was not until the 
struggling group had reached the kitchen 
that the detectives were able to get the upper 
hand of the “suspects,” who were removed 
io Coventry Police Station; and were later 
conveyed to Worcester, to be charged at 
Pershore this morning.

MAN WHO ALLEGED COUNCIL 
ROBBED HIM. 


Several committal orders against defaulting 
ratepayers, mostly of the small farmer class, 
were made by the District Justice at Bless- 
ington.

FARMER SUES GREAT NORTHERN 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


At Monaghan District Court an interesting 
case was heard, in which Alexander Hazlett, 
auctioneer and farmer, Mullabane, Glaslough, 
sued the Great Northern Railway Company 
for £13 damages for injuries to a heifer, 
alleged to have been caused bv the defective 
state of a stile between plaintiff's lands and 
the railway. 

Mr. William Martin, solicitor, said'that the 
railway at the place in question ran through 
Mr. Hazlett’s lands. There were fences on 
either side, with a gate and a stile on each 
side. The heifer tried to cross the stile, in- 
jured itself between the steps, and had to be 
killed. When sheep were grazing in the field 
Mr. Hazlett had to put bushes on top of the 
stile. 

Mr. M. E. Knight, solicitor for the rail- 
way company, said that the defendant's case 
might be classed as an inevitable accident, 
and did not arise from negligence on the part 
of the defendants or any breach of their 
statutory duty, This form of stile had super- 
seded those formerly in vse. being more suit- 
able for the use of pedestrians, for whose 
convenience they were intended. If the Court 
was satisfied that this was the form of stile 
in general use and was in good order, then 
there was no case to answer.

NEGRO AND WIFE BURNED IN 


RANCH RAID. 


HOUSTON (TEXAS), Thursday. 

A triple murder, recalling the days of the 
Wild West, with its scenes of primitive 

ssion, was committed on the Blakeley ranch 
ast night. 

Seven white men on horseback galloped up 
to the cabin of Scott Evans, the negro fore- 
man of the ranch. They called him by his 
name, and when he appeared at the doorway 
of the cabin the “night riders’’ shot him 
dead on the spot. They then summoned the 
negro cook, a man called Holmes, and ordered 
him to leave the place at once. 

As soon as he had gone they set fire to the 
cabin and riddled it with bullets, and the 
other occupants, a negro cowboy named 
Brown and his wife, who preferred to remain 
within rather than face the white men, 
perished in the flames. | 

The bodies of the pair were found buried in 
the ruins of the cabin this morning. It is 
expected that one of thé perpetrators of the 
crime will soon be arrested.—(Reuter.)

UNIVERSITIES AND POLITICS, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH: TIMES. 

Str,—May I call attention to ‘one curious 
statement ín Professor Gatenby's interesting 
and provocative lecture ich dealt, tmter 


alia, with organic evolution? To quote from | 


your report of the 10th inst., “he deplored 
the growing tendency, for not only the 
younger Trish university man, but also some 
of the maturer olars, to abandon their 
studies for the political arena.’” “As this was 
evidently intended to apply to Dublin 


University, it would be interesting to know | 


to whom or what Professor Gatenby’s 
strictures referred. To judge from anything 
which has appéared publicly on the surface, 
politica] ebullitions or excitement would seem 
to be péculiarly latking in the University. 

It would seem more justifiable to criticise 
Trinity College for precisely the opposite 
reason—namely, that in Irish politics of 
recent years its. contribution has been less 
than might have been expected from Ireland's 
premier university. There have been reasons 
in the past why Trinity has kept apart from 
certain parts of the life of the country. 
Those reasons have now disappeared. We 
have a new system of government. We 
have a host of new and interesting problems 
to be dealt with. We have, in fact, a new 
Ireland to make; and we are by now rather 
painfully conscious that, as a country, we are 
not too well equipped with men who are 
really competent to deal with this great con- 
structive enterprise. What could be more 
natural or more Lb than that the younger 
generation of Irishmen, of every section, 
should be taking a keen interest in their 
country’s problems, and that some of them 
should be definitely preparing themselves for 
playing an active part?! 

It may be possible for Dr. Gatenby, in his 
position of Antipodean aloofness, to look 
coldly on these things that so intimately con- 
cern us; but it is to be desired that Irishmen 
(including his studénts) should have very 
different feelings regarding them. If Trinity 
College has, as he said, a splendid tradition 
of scholarship, it has a no less splendid tradi- 
tion of public service. No sensible person 
wishes students to give up their studies for 
politics or the Senior Sophister to become 
forthwith a Cabinet Minister; but did 
Edmund Burke or Thomas Davis—to mention 
but two of the alumni of whom Trinity is 
proud—hold themselves completely aloof from 
political affairs when in College ? 

A university education is surely intended to 
fit a man not merely for study, but for life, 
and politics is an important part of life. We 
cannot all be scientists, but we must all be 
citizens. If the old tag may be permitted, 
“man is a political animal.”’ Pethein. Dr. 
Gatenby’s researches into evolution will lead 
him to agree that this is one of the chief 
respects in which man differs from his simian 
relatives.—Yours, etc.,

PROTECTION OF PRINTING, 
TO THE EDITOR OF ‘THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—The proceedings at the meeting held 
on behalf of the printing trade by the trade 
union organisations who are concerned make 
it clear that there is great unemployment. 
The problem, however, was riot fully pre- 
sented, and the remedy which they recom- 
mend seems to be based upon an incorrect 
diagnosis of thé causes of the disease from 
which the trade is suffering, The matter is 
one of very great interest to the public— 
everybody is concerned in printed matter of 
all kinds—and it is desirable that certain 
other factors not referred to at the meeting 
should be weighed in the balance before 
any final conclusion is come to on the merits 
of the proposed remedy. 

The employés engaged in the printing trade 
are men of skill and intelligence. ‘here is 
undoubtedly a high level of excellence called 
for, and it is particularly distressing that men 
who have been trained in special knowledge 
and for a special purpose should not be able 
to obtain employment and exercise their skill, 
It is, therefore, with no idea of wishing in 
any way to minimjse the serious position of 
the trade, or from any want of sympathy, 
that [ question the suitability of their pro- 
posals. i 

Printing is required by manufacturers, dis- 
tributors, private individuals, etc., in 
tion to the amount of business which they 
are transacting, and when business generally 
is slack there must be a reduced demand for 
printing. 

That demand is largely influenced by the 
price of the article which is supplied to meet 
it, and it is well known that in recent years 
the high cost of printing has forced upon all 
users the severest form of economy... ‘This 


‘apples not only to business establishments, 


but to all that varied number of philanthropic 
and other organisations which in the past 
made use of annual reports, with lists of sub- 
scribers. The use of printing in these cases 
has been made prohibitive, and the loss in 
orders must be very considerable, indeed, 
The much more extensive use of the tele- 
phone, the high cost of postage and some 
changes in people’s habits have led to a 
restriction of the demand. 
_ A factor which influences the Dublin print- 
ing trade (and the protest in your columns is 
one which is made by the Dublin craftsmen) 
is the better work now done in provincial 
centres. Not so many years ago orders in 
considerable volume were obtained from 
country districts. I think it is quite true to 
say that such orders are not coming up in the 
same volume, and that, on The other hand, 
many orders have been sent to the country 
which used to be executed here. My atten- 
tion was drawn only the other day to a case 
where an order was kept in the city on the 
grounds of sentiment—the buyer paying £17 
more than he would otherwise have done. 


The proposed destination, of the order was | 


not a cross-Channel firm, but a provincial 
establishment. 

None of these factors would be in any de- 
gree eliminated by protection. Let it Be re- 
membered that the printing trade was built 
up in the past without any protective walls. 
by the joint wisdom and skill of masters and 
men, with the result that before the war it 
was—and, indeed, probably W still—one of 
the trades employing the largest number of 
skilled and highly-paid employés in the Free 
State; and, further, that, as one of the 
speakers explained, the unemployment pro- 
blem did not become specially serious until 
January, 1925, when one of the Dublin news- 
paper offices closed its doors—a circumstance 
which is explained by other causes than the 
absence of a tariff. 

The suggestion is made that the importa- 
tion of printed matter is one of the serious 
causes of unemployment. This could only be 
so (a) if there had been a great increase in 
the quantity imported, (b) if, in relation to 
the total quantity of printing used in the 
Irish Free State, the imported value formed 
a large proportion. I cannot believe that in- 
ternal production could be less than £500,000, 
and, indeed, it is probably much more—I 
mean “ jobbing ” printing, not newspaper 
production. The total import value of 
“* books and printed matter, other than news- 
papers, ” was £566,902 in 1925. This in- 
cluded all books (educational, historical, and 
fiction), and also magazines. Only & fraction 
could be allocated as representing printing 
matter of the kind it is desired to exclude, 
and which could be produced here. It is the 
large estimate of the value of this fraction 
which has led to the proposal that imported 
printed matter is, the cause of unemploy- 
ment. 

It is unfortunate that since 1925, when the 
idea of obtaining protection first took root 
in certain minds, the attention of those en- 
gaged in the printing trade has been ab- 
sorbed by this issue, and other possibilities 
for improvement have not received adequate 
attention. This is not the time or place to 
discuss other factors which are important. 
Many matters have been the subject of dis- 
cussion between the Dublin Master Printers’ 
Association and the trade union organisations. 
and a satisfactory solution might help 
materially to improve the genéral position. 
The desirability of finding a solution is press- 
ing.” The matter is not one which can be 
argued to a satisfactory conclusion by letters 
to the Press—although publicity of that kind 
is most valuable and essential—but it is one 
regarding which a wise decision is of the 
utmost importance, and I hope that in put- 
ting forward these suggestions I will have 
helped towards that end.—Yours, etc., :

LIVED ON HIS WITS. 


FROM OFFICE STOOL TO HIGH 
SOCIETY. i 

A debonair youth of 18 years who, spring- 
ing from humble parentage, posed as 4 man 
of wealth, insinuated himself into the circles 
of high society, and, according to the police, 
contrived to live upon his wits, had his 
career checked at St. Alban’s Police Court 

esterday. He was charged as Ronald Ash- 
ey, described as of no fixed abode, and he 
was sentenced to three months’ hard labour. 

He appeared on remand charged with ob- 
taining food and lodging to the value of 
£1 lds. 6d. at the Red Lion Hotel, St. 
Alban’s, and with attempting to commit 
suicide by taking a quantity of disinfectant 
— contained 25 per cent. pure carbolic 
acid. 

According to the evidence for the prosecu- 
tion the youth arrived at the hotel, stating 
that he was on his way to Yorkshire, and 
had walked as far as St. Alban’s from London 


for exegcise. He stated that his chauffeur 


was bringing his car to take him on. He 
spoke of changing a hundred pound note, 
but when his bill was presented to him he 
asked the proprietress to summon the police. 

Detective-Sergeant Thorpe said that the 
aceused’s correct name was Alan Hay Fife 
Dibb, and he was educated at the Council 
Schools at Summerbridge, near Harrogate, 
and at Shipley, Yorkshire. He worked as 
a shop boy for a year, and was afterwards 
employed as office boy by a Bradford stock- 
broker for two years. ‘Then he went to 
London, and there he posed as a man of 
wealth, entering and mixing with persons of 
high social standing, and contracting many 
as some for large amounts. At one hotel 
he passed himself off as the Hon. Ronald 
Hamilton, and stated that he was in receipt 
of £2,000 a year. 

“This lad’s ideas,” declared the officer, 
“‘are undoubtedly above his own station in 
life, and when spoken to. he is persistent in 
stating that when free he intends to return 
and get among society people. His parents 
are in humble circumstances, his father being 
an acetylene welder earning £2 10s. a week.”

Some fifty Civic Cuards, under Chief 
Superintendent O'Duffy, assembled in the 
neighbourhood of Doolin, near Ennistymon, 
County Clare, on Wednesday evening to assist 
the Sheriff and his officers in the clearance of 
lands forming part of the estate of the late 
Mr. Henry +. McNamara. A large num- 
ber of stock were found illegally grazing, and 
were seized on the Sheriff's antharity. 

The “‘ captures ” incinded about 50 horses, 
60 cattle, and 100 sheep. ‘Thete was also 
a large number of donkeys on the lands, but 
they do not seem to have been included in 
the ‘** round-up.”’ 

A crowd assembled to witness the seizure, 
but there was no obstruction. 

This is the fourth seizure made on the 
property. In 1922 and 1923 the. military 
cleared the lands. The Guards followed suit
